CHICAGO, June 7.—The Republican and Progressive nation- 
al conventions opened with growing hopes of harmony. Leaders 
of the two parties who scught their beds at dawn for brief naps 
after a night of conferences, did so with the almost settled convic- 


tion that incidents which would 


become historic in American po- 


litical annals were immediately impending. 


This hoped-for program of

was founded upon a tangible sequence of events of more than or- 
dinary significance and importance. 
Here is what led to the ‘‘peace is in sight’’ report: 


Senator William FE. Borah of Idaho 
~"Gh® Gthier Republicans “WHO NEVE BEC 
‘working for harmony for several day 
yesterday afternoon completed their cu. 
vasses of Western delegates, 
those from California, Washington aid 
Oregon. At once Senator Borah entered 
the lists as an unqualified champion of 
Justice Hughes, declaring that ‘‘Nobody 
but Hughes could win against Wilson.” 
Borah Talks With Roosevelt. 
After several hours of work among 
the delegates, Senator Borah went into 
conference with George W. Perkins «of 
New York, the Progressive leader. While 
at Perkins’ rooms, Senator Borah had 
a telephone conversation with Theodore 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay. When he 
had concluded the telephone talk with 
Col. Roosevelt and the conference with 
Perkins, the Idaho Senator admitted 
that he ‘‘was better satisfied’’ with the 
prospects for harmony than he had been 
at any time since he arrived in Chicago. 
Some time later Perkins emerged from 
a conference with Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts and, with 3 
broad smile, said in reply to inquiries 
that the outlook for harmony between 
the two conventions was “brighter.’’ 


These incidents were followed by the 
announcement that’ Perkins had vetoed 
the Progressive plan to print full-page 
advertisements throughout the country 
in behalf of Col. Roosevelt. Coincident 
with the statement that abandonment 
of the advertising campaign had been 
ordered came the declaration that the 
two conventions today would attempt to 
name conference committees ‘to uar- 
range for harmonious action’’ between 
the two factions. Such is the basis for 
the peace talk which swept through hv- 
tel lobbies, conference rooms and the as- 
sembiage places of the two conventions 
this morning. 

Conventions Would Mark Time. 

Leaders declared that as soon as ‘hie 
conference committees were appointed 
by the two conventions the conventions 
would mark time while the conferees 
attempted to develop a plan competent 
to reduce friction to a minimum and 
prevent dual nominations. 

The plan, if materialized, then will be 
presented to the two conventions for 
ratification and there were men on the 
ground teday who already had visua:- 
ized—to their own satisfaction at least— 
a great spectacular reunion of the “Olid 
Guard” and the Progressives. 

In this connection it was suggested by 
some claiming political seership that 
the arrival here yesterday of George 
48. Cortelyou—direct from Oyster Bay— 
was in fact the appearance of a silent 
advance agent whose coming may pre- 
sage that of Col. Roosevelt, who might, 
it was said, come out of the East as he 
cid in 1912, but this time to remake what 
Was unmade on that occasion. Others, 
however, jeered openl: at this sugges- 
tion and spurned the idea of Roosevelt 
in the role of pacificator. 

To the world outside of Chicago the 
keen interest in balloting with prelim- 
inaries out of the way, cannot be sat- 
isfied for at least 48 hours with the pos- 
sible exception of the Progressive con- 
vention. Events in the next “24 hours 
may show striking developments and in- 
dieate strongly the probable selection 
of a certain man for the Republican 
nomination, but as yet there is no cer- 
tainty what the delegates wil! do once 
they get under way on foll’ call, ead- 
ofs are prepared for.any eventualiéy and 
will be surprised at nothing,

Gov; WWwhitman Confident. 

A report that Col. Roosevelt had said 
in Oyster Bay that he would favor a 
third party ticket if Hughes were the 
Republican nominee brought forth the 
Statement from the Hughes men. 

Gov. Whitman, leader of the Hughes 
faction of the New York delegates, 
smiled when he was told of the reported 
Roosevelt statement. 

“I don’t consider that bad news, do 
you?’ ’he said. “I have thought all along 
that Justice Hughes would be nominat- 
ed and ejected, and I still think so. We 
have, I understand, within 58 vates of’a 
majority guaranteed on the second bal- 
lot.”’ 

The Governor said he knew nothing of 
reports that the Justice would decline to 
run if a third ticket was put into the 
field. 

Gains for Hughes Claimed. 

Frank H. Hitchcock estimated that 
Justice Hughes would receive about 300 
votes on the first ballot. 

Florida decided yesterday to cast her 
solid vote for Hughes and to stay with 
him to the end. A poll of Kansas is re- 
ported to give nine votes for Hughes. 
From New Jersey Hughes managers ex- 
pect to get at least 17 wotes, the Rhode 
Island delegation is reported solid for 
Hughes, and _ substantial gains are 
claimed in Connecticut and other states. 
If a ballot could be taken today the 
consensus of the several political man- 
agers indicated that it would be about 
as follows: Hughes, 261; Weeks, 160; 
Roosevelt, 98; Cummins, 81; Fairbanks, 
80; Burton, 80; Sherman, 58; Knox, 51; 
Root, 42; La Follette, 28; scattering, 54. 
Total 983. This excludes two delegates 
from the District of Columbia who were 
unseated by the National Committee, 
but will take their case before the Cre- 
dentials Committee. 

It developed today that there is a 
growing disposition to evolve a con- 
servattvé progressivism as opposed to 
the extremely :adical elements which 
would do everything for conscience’s 
sake and nothing for expediency. The 
former element, composed largely of 
active business men, are inclined to 
continue the 2fforts to bring about an 
affiliation with the Republicans. The 
other element demands the acceptance 
of Col. Roosevell as the only basis of 
compromise. They ‘go so far as to say 
that even if Mr. Roosevelt should in- 
dorse the candidacy of such a man as 
Justice Hughes, the Progressives would 
proceed with their convention and nom- 
inate; not Col. Roosevelt, but some 
other leader—for instance, Gov. Hiram 
Johnson or Gifford Pinchot. 


Moosers Rejected Burton. 


In all the negotiations for harmony 
between the two sides the Republican 
managers consider that their position 
has been strengthened by the fact that 
all along they have been ready to pre- 
sent for discussion a list of candidates, 
any one of whom could command the 
support of the others. To offset this 
condition the name of Senator La Fol- 
lette was brought forward by the Pro- 
gressives. The Republicans immediately 
rejected it and charged the Progressives 
with insincerity in presenting the name 
of a candidate they were unwilling to 
accapt themselves. 

At that point the Progressive man-

that the Republicans bring forward a 
name.

Although Col. Roosevelt and one of hid 
secretaries,* Walter Hayes, remained a 
good part of last, night at this end of 
the private telephone wire between Saz- 
amore Hill and the Progressive party 
headquarters in Chicago, the’ Colonel 
said this morning there was no state- 
ment he cared to make, except to repeat 
that he was ‘‘neither for nor against 
any candidate.”’ 

Colonel on “Flag Speech.” 

Roosevelt, it is well-understood, is not 
at all satisfied with Justice Hughes’ 
so-Called ‘‘flag speech,’’ which he is 
said to regard as merely a Fourth of 
July address having no value as dis- 
closing the Justice’s attitude to 
real issues of the day. In the words 
of his followers here, the Colonel re- 
gards the speech as further ‘“‘evidence’”’ 
of pussyfooting. 

Col. Roosevelt, it is known, feels better 
today in regard to his own chances for 
being nominated than at any other time. 
His followers look for a broadside from 
him within a day or two which, they 
Say, will be calculated to eliminate 
Justice Hughes and any other candidate 
whom the Colonel regards as represent- 
ing the ‘“‘pussyfoot idea.’’ 

The Colonel feels, they say, that if the 
Republicans have made up their minds 


‘to nominate a man representing this idea 


the one thing left for him to do is to 
run himself in order to bring before 
the people the issue of ‘“‘straightforward 
Americanism.,”’ 

Whatever his lieutenants in Chicago 
may do or say to help his candidacy, 
Col.- Roosevelt has made it quite plain 
that he will not commit himself to any 
candidate or to any course of action 
until the Republicans have made their 
choices 

He is holding himself free to jump 

into the situation at the crucial moment 
unhampered by anything Perkins, Cor- 
telyou or Loeb may say... Regarding all 
developments in Chicago he is non- 
committal, refusing to discuss the mer- 
its of any possible candidate. 
‘ When he was told of the Chicago dis- 
patches stating that Perkins and other 
Bull Moose leaders had laid down the 
ultimatum of ‘Roosevelt or nobody,’’ 
with the inference that if the Republi- 
cans nominated Hughes, the Colonel 
would head a third ticket, he had this 
to say: “I haven’t sent any such mes- 
sage.”’ 

The private wire from here to Chi- 
cago has been kept cpen and the Colonel 
has been in hourly communication with 
his lieutenants in the field. He is let- 
ting them swing the club while he main- 
tains his position of not supporting or 
opposing anybody. He indicated clear- 
ly, however, that as the situation stands 
this morning he is in no mood to with- 
draw from the race in favor of anybody 
who has been mentioned up to date. 
His advisers have made it known, how- 
ever, that if any ‘‘favorite son’ or if 
Elihu Root is the choice of the Repub- 
licans, he intends to “‘split things wide 
open.” They say he is in the fight to 
the finish and will not withdraw for any 
of the known candidates. 

The reports coming from Chicago over 
the private wire are said to be highly 
encouraging to the Colonel. His work- 
ers have informed him that his posi- 
tion is stronger today than it was four 
or five days ago. 

No political significance is to be at- 
tached to the conference yesterday be- 
tween Col. Roosevelt and Major-General 
Wood. in the offices of the Metropolitan 
Magazine in New York. The Colonel, 
as is well known, admires Gen. Wood 
immensely and would like to see him 
President, but he realizes that his 
friend has not the ghost of a show. Still, 
the Colonel is not averse to giving 
Gen. Wood a little harmless boost. 

A letter was given out late last night 
at Sagamore Hill from Dr. Francis E. 
Shine of Bisbee, Ariz., to the Roosevelt 
Nonpartisan League.

The convention was called to order 
at 11:25 a. m. by Chairmen Charlies D. 
Hilles of the Pepublican National Com- 
mittee, and two minutes later the au- 
dience rose iid sang two verses of 
America. Hilies then called on the 
Rev. John T. Stone, pastor of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church of Chicago, 
to offer prayer. After the prayer Hilles 
presented the name of Senator Harding 
as temporary chairman, and there be- 
ing no other nomination, he was de- 
clared elected. He began speaking at 
11:50 and con cluded at 1:10. Brief ap- 
plause grected his peroration, 

No Outhbursat for Harding. 

The speech of Senator Harding was 
received rather coldly. There was no 
passage in the address which brought 
forth a real outburst of enthusiasm, as 
such things go in great conventions 
His thrusts at the Wilson administra- 
tion met with little response of appro- 
val from the audience and his discus- 
sion of preparedness produced hardly a 
ripple of applause. Many delegates list- 
ened with great interest to Harding 
hoping to find tn him a dark horse can- 
didate for President who would solve 
the big problem before them—the selec- 
tion of a candidate who could go into 
the fight with a reasonable prospect of 
defeating Wilson. 

His declaration that he did not be- 
lieve the _Dnited States should have the 
greatest navy in the world, but a navy 
that feared no other in the world, was 
the first thing he said that evoked any- 
thing like general applause. His refer- 
ences to the necessity for a protective 
tariff fell Gpon apparently deaf ears, 
for there were only a few handclaps. 
The Republican leaders are realizing 
now that they cannot get anywhere this 
year on a tariff issue and that they will 
have to try to rally the boys around 
the flag. 

After Harding concluded, Chairman 
Hilles submitted the recommendation 
for temporary officers and they were 
approved on motion of A, O. Eberhardt 
of Minnesota. 

Senator Lippitt moved that the rules 
of the 1908 convention gvern the con- 
vention pending the adoption of rules. 

On motion of Senator Smoot the roll 
was called for nominations of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials. Motions for the 
appointment of other committees were 
made and the roll call began. 

At 1:25 the convention adjourned to 1 
o'clock tomorrow. 

There was a noticeable absence of the 
ulmost riotous demonstrations which 
have marked previous conventions.

Harding Gets First Loud Applause. 
Chairman Hilles then presented Sena- 


tor Harding, the temporary chairman, 
to make the keynote speech. 

The first loud applause and cheers of 
the conventiun greeted Senator Hard- 
ing. Murray Crane of Massachusetts, 
Senator Boran of Idaho and W. B. 
McKinley of Illinois were selected to 
escort Harding tc the platform. Ap- 
plause greeted the mention of all the 
names as Cnrirman Hilles announced 
them. Proloazged applause and cheers 
greeted Senatur Harding as he mounted 
the platform. 

Chairman Hilles presented him in.a 
few words. Harding bowed and smiled 
and plunged into his eight-column 
speech, reading from manuscript. 

Chairman Hilles left the chair tempo- 
rarily and many of the leaders took 
the opportunity to confer while Senator 
Harding was speaking. As Senator Hard- 
ing spoke he held his prepared address in 
his hand, but made no reference to it. 
He followed the text with hardly the 
skip of a wordfi his voice carriyng to 
all parts of the Coliseum.

He Believes They Will Rise 
to Their Matchless Oppor- 
tunity and Name the Man 
of the Hour.

CHICAGO, June 7.—The conventions 
meet today. Of course, the all-absorb- 
ing questién is who will be nominated. 
The Republican convention is confront- 
ed with an entirely new question, which 
it must seriously consider in choosing 
its nominee. This question relates to 
our international relations. In no re- 
cent period in our history has any ques- 
tion of such transcendental importance 
been injected into the discussion of the 
availability of this, that or the other 
candidate. In the great conventions 
where McKinley, Blaine, Sherman and 
Reed were the contestants, the issues 
were purely domestic; here they are in- 

ternational. 

The two conventions must consider 
who can be elected, and above all who 
can most effectively discharge the dutiés 
of the presidency during the next presi- 
dential term. 

It might be easier for this convention 
to nominate Mr. -X than to nominate 
either Mr. Y or Mr. Z It might be 
easier to elect Mr. Y than Mr. X. It 
might be more difficult to nominate Mr. 
Z than Mr. X. But if it is perfectely 
clear than Mr. Z would be the best man 
of the three to represent this country as 
its chief executive in the White House 
during the trying four years confronting 
us, then it is clearly the duty of this 
convention to nominate Mr. Z.

We owe it not only 
to ourselves to put up the best man 
the country offers, but we owe it to

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LODGE PLANKS IN 


THE PLATFORM MAY 
BRING ON A ROW 


Reported That He Proposes to 
Incorporate a Denunciation 
of Submarine Warfare. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 7.—A serious row 
is threatened over the alleged pro- 
British views of Senator Lodge, who 
is slated for the chairmanship of the 
Committee on Resolutions. Lodge 
brought to Chicago a few planks 
ready to be proposed for the plat- 
form, and showed them to several 
friends, one or two ef whom did not 
like them. Soon it was reported about 
the hotel lobbies that Lodge would 
write a pro-British platform, show- 
ing plainly his vigorous feeling 
against the Germans for sinking ships 
in violation of international law, and 
killing Americans who were on board. 

Pro-German Republicans of the 
West and Middle West heard of 
Lodge’s attitude and started an up- 
roar against him. Delegates from 
Missouri, Illinois, and other Western 
states made it known that they would 
oppose, on the floor of the conven- 
tion, a plank that reflected on Ger- 
many or any other country. 

Nothing as to Hyphenates. 

Senator Borah and Senator Suther- 
land, who are very much in favor of 
a strong declaration of Americanism, 
have conferred with Lodge , and 
reached an understanding that the 
platform will not affront citizens who 
came to this country from any foreign 
nation. The plank on Americanism 
will be strictly neutral. It will make 
no reference te hyphenates. 

The three leading planks of the 
platform are expected to be Ameri- 
canism, preparedness and protection. 
An. out line of: these planks will be 
agreed to before the Committee. on 
Resolutions is formally organized. 
Mexico will be coupled with a general 
declaration on the right of American 
citizens atroad. 

Louis Marshall of New York has ap- 
pealed to the Republicans to make a 
declaration ‘“‘for equal treatment for 
all American zitizens” in foreign coun- 
tries. This -wovcld cover the contro- 
versy between the United States and 
Russia over Jewish citizens of this coun- 
try. 

It is becoming evident that the 
work of the Republican Committee on 
Resolutions as a whole will be one 
of elimination rather than of con- 
struction. Almost every man on the 
committee is loaded with planks of 
his own making, and many of them 
have taken care of extra declarations 
for outside friends who are called 
upon to outline the. policy of the 
party for the next four years. 

If there is one general purpose 
better defined than any other on the 
part of the leading members of the 
committee it is to give the party 
declarations such an advanced tone 
as will meet the demands of Col. 
Roosevelt and his followers and to 
this end they have made close study 
of the Colonel‘’s recent utterances 
along the lines of preparedness. 


To Meet Colonel’s Wishes, 

“We shall meet the Colonel’s wishes 
in this respect and will endeavor 
to make the pronouncement 580 
strong that he cannot afford to op- 
pose any man that may be placed in 
nomination,” said Senator Smoot, who 
although he is not a member of the 
Resolutions Committee, is 
touch with what is being done to- 
wards framing the platform. 

“We shall declare for a navy that 
will be a real protection both in 
size and efficfency and up to the 
latest requirement, and for such oth- 
er military measures as shall meet 
the demands of all emergencies.”’ 

Here and there a word of opposi- 
tion to extend preparedness is. en- 
countered, but the opposition is in 
such complete minority as to render 
their protest almost negligible. 

The preparedness, plank of the plat- 
form will probably favor universal mili- 
tary training in schools without making 
it compulsory. It will also declare for 
training camps such as the one at 
Plattsburgh. No reference will be made 
to the national guard or the continental 
army. 

The Republicans will declare for a 
larger army than that provided by the 
bill recently passed by Congress. The 
understanding is that the regular army 
should be at least 20,000 in time of 
peace. The declaration on the navy 
will be for the second place in the 
world. No nation except Great Britain 
shall lead the United States in naval 
equipment if the Republican plan car- 
ries. 

The Repubimwan platform will praise 
the Republicans of the Senate and 
House for trying to increase the army to 
250,000 and the Republicans of the House 
for their effort to increase the capital 
ships of the navy by adding two more 
dreadnoughts. 

Te Denounce Democrats. 


The Democrats will be denounced for 
attempting to put through the Clarke 
amendment to free the Philippines after 
four years. The Republicans of the 
House will be lauded for defeating it. 

Republican leaders are demanding a 
plank for a better and an enlarged 
civil service. ‘This plan will be based on 
the charge ths Democrats have created 
20,000 non-civi] service offices to give 
adherents positions.

IBRYAN SAYS PROGRESSIVES 


EXPECT REPUBLICANS 10 
DO ALL THE FORGIVING 


Finds Them Like the Scotch- 
man Who Said: “Let Us 
Forget Our Differences, 
and as I Cannot Change, 
You Must.”

CHICAGO, June 7.—The pot is boiling, 
but it is not boiling over. The situation 
seems unchanged. Indications still point 
to Hughes. There is no break so far 
in the ranks of the standpat Republic- 
ans, who are in control, and no progress 


is being made by the Roosevelt follow- 
ers. 

The Progressive leaders are doing 
their best to work up enthusiasm, but 
it does not penetrate the body of dele- 
gates who are here to pick out the can- 
didates. 

A business men’s meeting was held at 
the Garrick Theater at noon yesterday, 
at which a number of Roosevelt 
Speeches were made to an enthusiastic 
audience. Alexander H. Revell presid- 
ed and pictured Mr. Roosevelt as the 
enly candidate who gives expression to 
that ‘“‘true American spirit.’”” Kellogg 
Fairbanks praised Col. Roosevelt as the 
one man who could put the country in 
a state of preparedness for war. 

Dismal Picture by Gardner. 

Congressman Gardner added his _ in- 
dorsement of Roosevelt as the only can- 
didate who knew what to do and how 
to do it. Mr. Gardner painted a dismal 
picture of the future unless the party 
nominates and the country elects the 
ex-President. The main features of the 
picture were: ‘“‘Twenty million soldiers 
in Europe demobilized,’ industries pros- 
trated and ‘‘countries bankrupted.”’ To 
his imagination this country offers the 
only prize in sight for these fatigued 
troops representing Governments with- 
out credit, and nations without indus- 
tries upon which to build credit. 

Mr. Gardner is expecting this country 
to be invaded unless his candidate is 
put in charge of the Government, and 
the Government is immediately put in a 
state of preparedness. 

Other speakers represented Mr. Roose- 
velt as the only candidate who could in- 
sure the election of a Republican Senate 
to support a Republican President. All 
the speakers dwelt upon the importance 
of charity, forgiveness and toleration, 
but as none of them intimated the will- 
ingness to make any concessions them- 
selves in the matter of the candidate, 
they seem to take it for granted that 
the regular Republicans will do the for- 
giving and the forgetting, and accept 
Mr. Roosevelt in a spirit of charity and 
toleration. They remind one of the 
Scotchman’s proposed reconciliation to a 
fellow member of his church: 

“We should get together and forget 
our differences, and as I cannot change, 
you must.’”’ 

One interesting feature of the meet- 
ing was that all seemed to understand 
that they have no easy task before 
them. They spoke of President Wilson’s 
strength and of the necessity of nomi- 
nating the strongest man. The stand- 
pat faction is not less complimentary to 
the President. It admits his strength 
and makes the same appeal to the del- 
egates to nominate the strongest man 
that can be found. 

They do not concede Mr. Roosevelt’s 
strength. On the contrary the reason 
which they put forth for opposing him 
is that he could not be elected. They 
profess to regard him as the weakest 
candidate among the aspirants. The air 
is full of rumors as to what Col. Roose- 
velt intends to do. Men who speak as 
if they knew his plans tell of his will- 
ingness to accept a nomination from the 
Progressives regardless of what the Re- 
publican convention does, but these 
rumors are as authoritatively denied. 
Another report in circulation today 
was that the Progressives would nomi- 
nate him and that he would withdraw 
later, after securing from the Republi- 
can nominee such pledge as would satis- 
fy his views. 

The speech made by Justice Hughes in 
Washington caused a little flurry, but 
since the Justice has declared that it 


had no special significance—an opinion 
in which the Progressive leaders heart- 
ily concurred—the excitement has sub- 
sided. 

“Mannishness” in Woman’s Party. 

A new party has entered the arenes 
here. A woman's party has been or- 
ganized, but it is already showing symp- 
toms of mannishness. Its announced 
purpose is to compel the other parties 
to take a position in favor of equal suf- 
frage. But it must not be supposed that 
it represents a unanimous sentiment 
among the women advocates of suffrage. 
The women are proving their claim to 
political consideration by manifesting a 
spirit of independence quite equal to 
that exhibited by men. Dr. Anna How- 
ard Shaw, ex-president of the National 
American Woman Suffrage Association, 
dissents entirely from those who desire 
to organize the women into an inde- 
pendent party. She says: 

‘Tt is foolish for the women’s party 
to come here and say to the men that 
we women have great political power, 
that we hold the balance of power, and 
so.on. It is not true. What we must 
Sons is to co-operate with men, not fight 
them.”’ 

The various suffrage organizations 
agree in purpose, namely, in the desire 
to obtain equal suffrage throughout the 
United States, but they differ as to the 
best method of getting It.

He did it be- 
fore. Look at the Russo-Japanese war. 
In an unprecedented way he brought 
them onto our soil to settle their war, 
and it was settled to the satisfaction 
of both sides. That was done here in 
America by Theodore Roosevelt. 

“Europe remembers that. England 
knows it. He received and deserved 
the Nobel prize for doing it. And he re- 
ceived and deserved more—the con/‘i- 
dence of Europe. He has that today. 

“The world does mot want war. It 
wants peace, and he is the one man 
who can give us peace. It is not a mat- 
ter of political organization or political 
patronage. The question is that here is 
the man.

Tomorrow probably will see order out 
of this chaos, today the convention is 
in the making.

Types of all sorts, from every part of 
the country, men with bandannas twist- 
ed around perfectly correct sailor hats.

20,000 WOMEN IN PARADE 
IN CHICAGO FOR SUFFRAGE 


CHICAGO, June 7.—The outstanding 
feature of suffragist activity today cen- 
ters in the parade in which it is ex- 
pected that 20,000 women will march to 
the Coliseum to present to the Repub- 


lican convention the resolutions adopted 
by the National Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation asking that a plank be put in the 
Republican platform favoring woman 
suffrage. 

Although the parade is in charge of 
the National Woman Suffrage Associa- 
tion, the Congressional Union for Wom- 
en Suffrage will participate. Approxi- 
mately 5000 suffragists from all parts of 
the United States are here for the dem- 
onstration and they will be joined by at 
least four or five times that number 
from Chicago, it is expected. 

The resolutions asking for suffrage 
plank are to be carried at the head of 
the parade and into the Coliseum by 
four women, one from each of the cor- 
ner states of the Union. 

Yesterday's heavy rain and showers 
this morning caused the issuance of the 
statement: from suffrage headquarters 
that the parade will be held without re- 
gard to the weather. The prediction for 
today is for showers, followed by fair 
weather. 

The white column in a long line 
spreading across Michigan avenue 16 
abreast with fluttering yellow banners 
and bands of martial music will be one 
of the picturesque demonstrations of 
convention week. Along the line of 
march of 20 blocks the street will be 
cleared and decorated with flags and 
yellow and white bunting. Outer Grant 
Park, from which the marchers will 
emerge, will be the reviewing area. In 
the reviewing stand the national officers 
of the organization who will leave the 
line of march at that point, Gov. Dunne 
of Illinois, legislators and other invited 
gucsts, will be found. . 

Before noon the women, thousands of 
them from out of town, began gather- 
ing.

Last night they crystallized into per- 
manent organization all their planning 
and their thought. It was as clean and 
complete a bit of organization as I 
ever saw Carried out. It did not matter , 
a bit in the general smoothness of the 
effect that the permanent chairman was 
never elected, that after passing a mo- 
tion that the nominations be closed, 
the nominee selected Miss Anna Martin 
of Nevada to take her post. She came 
in on schedule time and there was no 
doubt from the minute she lifted the 
gavel that she was all right. 

The temper and the tone of the gath- 
ering was something new in suffrage 
meetings. It was an earnestly confident 
body of women; they put their cause 
straight from the shoulder. 

“There are 11 full suffrage state 
there are 3,000,000 women voters,”’ they 
said. ‘‘We control 91 electoral votes: 
that, furthermore, is power. It is ours 
not yours. We are going to use it for 
women, the women who have not the 
vote. We pledge ourselves henceforth 
to vote for the defeat of every party 
and every man who does not support the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment.”’ 

“Good Lord,”’ said an interested and 
entirely nonpartisan gentleman who sat 
beside me. ‘“‘They’ll play the devil if 
they stick to that.” 

“They won't, though,” confided his 
companion. 

But there was only one little incident 
in the whole program to make one 
doubt for a moment that there was any 
possibility of their not sticking. Mrs. 
Harriett Stanton Blatch spoke Roose- 
velt’s name in a tone—just a tone—that 
was not to the liking of certain Pro- 
gressive women. They cut her short in 
storms of applause and when she was 
allowed to go on she repeated the name 
in a tone of chastened respect but it 
made one see, neat little incident, how 
much of trouble may be ahead. 


Mrs. Blatch Inspires Her 
Hearers With Confidence. 


Not even the most obdurate of anti- 
suffragist could have heard Mrs. Blatch 
last night without being moved. She 
has been so long a warrior for votes for 
women that to see her stand at last be- 
fore a national body of women voters, 
to find herself addressing a group which 
actually holds the political balance of 
power in presidential elections, if it can 
be swung solidly, sure. stirred your 
blood. 

It was Mrs. Blatch alone who came 
anywhere near putting into the meeting 
any emotional sense. As a whole it 
lacked fire, but it had several other 
things more important and without 
which the biggest flame would die out. 
One of these is fresh blood. There is 
no escaping the fact that the suffrage 
movement has until recently lacked real- 
ly good new blood. The work has fallen 
on a few tried and true old souls who, 
much as they are respected and loved, 
could not fit their weapons to the day. 

The women who make the woman's 
party are not campaigners for suffrage: 
they are women who have the suffrage, 
some of them born to it. They talk in 
terms of politics, work with political 
weapons; they know the game, they 
like it and they are not afraid to play 
it. Take a woman like Miss Martin of 
Nevada or Mrs. Mackrille of California: 
there are few men who understand bet- 
ter just “how it is done.”” They have 
made it their business to find out by 
weeks of observation and lobbying in 
Washington and in their own  atates. 


They told the audience just why and/”® 


how their beloved amendment had been 
sidetracked. They proved by the keen- 
est analysis just what they could do if 
the voting women of the country will 
stand solid. 


Self-pity Is Missing 
From This Gathering. 


It is very refreshing to hear all this 
instead of the old self-pity and talk of 
slavery.

CHICAGO, June 7.~-One important fact 
was developed in the political situation 
yesterday. The Progressives propose to 
go ahead and nominate Roosevelt. The 
Hughes statement did not satisfy them. 
The Bull Moose delegates have got their 
badges and not a man behind a badge 
had a pleasant dae for the Hughes 
speech. 

To the gun the Hughes speech 
seemed to have a kind of ‘“‘beyond-the- 
Alps-lies-Italy”’ ring to it. It was all 
“just between us girls’ and, anyway, it 
is hard to get any enthusiasm from the 
Bull Moose crowd, which was rejoiced 
when Roosevelt went down to St. Louis 
and made snoots at the German-Ameri- 
can hyphenates. The crowd that yelled 
ftself hoarse when the Colonel told the 
hyphenates that this was an election 
of an American President, not a German 
Viceroy, it is hard to get the Progres- 
sives overheated when a gentleman goes 
down to a female seminary and gayly 
tells the girls it is bad form tto burn 
ame flag of their country, or words to 
faat effect. 

Hence the Progressives today figured 
that so far as Hughes, as a compromise 
is concerned, he is out of it. No other 
possible candidate before the Republi- 
can convention remotely interests the 
Progressives. So they decided through 
the caucus of delegation, after delega- 
tion to go to the Roosevelt nomination 
early, not later than Friday, and it will 
happen that while the Republicans are 
listening to the stupid harangues of 
orators plastering enconiums upon “a 
man who,” the Bull Moosers adver fn 
their snug litle convention will be nomi- 
nating Col. Roosevelt and preparing to 
go it alone. 

That is the Progressive program, and 
because it is as nearly decided as any- 
thing in politics may be decided three 
days before the event, Progressives are 
cheerful and happy. It is the Pro- 
gressive Republicans who are sad. They 
hoped to convince their fellow Repub- 
licans and seem to have made small 
headway. The proposition from the reg- 
ulars to let the Colonel name his man 
has been made and remade in the 
conferences between the leaders of the 
two parties. But the proposition has 
been rejected, for there is in the Repub- 

lican list no candidate now, with Hughes 
eliminated by his cream puff speech, 
who represents the aggressive militant 
type of mind that appeals to the Pro- 
gressive. 

The Republicans in their conferences 
repeatedly have called attention to the 
fact that the Colonel cannot get the 
German vote, that he will lose the paci- 
ficist vote, that he will lose the reac- 
tionary vote, and the Progressives pa- 
tiently sitting in the game have ex- 
plained over and over again that they 
do not care to nake up a majority of 
the voters of the country from unre- 
lated groups of voters who think apart, 
but maybe feel together. The Progres- 
sives have explained that they wish to 
make up a majority in the country of 
men who think alike, who, when their 
votes are cast, will form a majority 
that means one definite thing.

T took the somewhat lugubrious Jus-

These 
have attended embarrassments in our 
foreign relations as difficult as those 
which the individual citizen experiences 
whose every neighbor is involved in 
deadly quarrel. Everything is abnormal 
except the depleted condition of the Fed- 
eral treasury, which is characteristic of 
Democratic control, and the facility of 
the administration for writing varied 
notes without effective notice. 


Unarmed America. 


Amid these conditions has_ stood 
this unarmed giant, typifying the 
American republic, neutral and sane, 
to whom the neutral nations have 
turned for leadership. Our national 
unselfishness has been proven, our 
devotion to humanity had been estab- 
lished, our committal to internationa] 
justice had long been proclaimed. The 


Perhapsit is a reminder more than a 
discovery, but there has come to us a 
conviction that this great nation, rich in 
resources and strong in patriotic man- 
hood, has been negligent concerning its 
own defense. We have dwelt in fancied 
rather than real security. Pride min- 
gles with regret in this, because it sug- 
gests the mind of a nation so free from 
intended offense that there was no cul- 
tivated thought of need fense.

triotic and ample national defense. 
There is no mistaking the sentiment. 
We are not thinking of the hysterical, 
we need not be moved by a prepared- 
ness which is partisan in conception. 
We need not believe in a defense propa- 
ganda inspired by those who aim to wax 
fat in the production of arms and muni- 
tions, because there is none. I deplore 
the teaching that an anxiety about our 
national defense is inspired by greed. 
We rejoice in free speech and free press 
and untrammeled opinion, but patriot- 
ism is illy promoted by the imputation 
of false motives, whether aimed at those 
who believe in defense or those who 
doubt its wisdom. Such a_ teaching 
rends the concord of. citizenship, which 
may develop a worse peril from within 
than from any enemy without. 

Though we do not pretend to be 
exclusive in our devotion, we Repub- 
licans believe, sincerely and soberly, in 
adequate national defense. We have 
always believed in an ample navy, as 
invincible in modern might as John 
Paul Jones builded in our freedom’s 
earliest fight. We have in mind a pro- 
tected commerce on the waters, and 
@ sea coast secure in strong naval de- 
fense. We were building to high rank 
among naval powers when the Demo- 
cratic party interrupted, and we sub- 
scribe to a stronger commitéal now, be-

But we have seen civ- 
ilization stripped of the pretenses 
which clothed man’s savagery, and we 
have seen elemental man, developed 
in genius and more formidatle be- 
cause of that, intoxicated with power 
or impassioned in the greed of con- 
quest, offending or defending, con- 
tradicting every evidence of man- 
kind’s humane advancement. In the 
envy of jealousy or rivalry or hatred, 
refined by boasted civilization, are 
the barbarities of primitive man, and 
the seal of obsolesence is not yet 


stamped upon the warrior’s. sword. 


Warning of Bleeding Europe Calls 
for Ample Defense in America 


which our wealth and our commerce 
invite, and a new appreciation of our 
commanding place in the affairs of the 
world. I shall mot say that it is ours 
to have the greatest navy in the world, 
but noting the elimination of distance 
and the passing of our one-time isola- 
tion, We ought to have a navy that fears 
none in the world, and can say any 
time and anywhere: These are Amer- 
ican rights and must be respected. 


Economy in Security. 

It is not for me to specify the pro- 
visions for naval defense. Since mod- 
ern warfare is in large part a conflict 
of brains, so must naval defense be 
devised in highest intelligence. Let us 
strengthen every arm—aerial, subma- 
rine, fleet cruisers and great dread- 
noughts. Let him Who is anxious about 
the cost remember that Republican pol- 
icles afford the ample means without 
conscious burdens upon the _ people. 
whatever his activity, knows that the 
cost of insurance against accident, 
theft, fire, flood or thunderbolt, as- 
sessed as a fixed charge upon his in- 
come, is worth its cost, in peace of 
mind, though loss never attends. More- 
over, under any system security § is 
economy itself. : 

There are manifest differences 
about our developments for military 
defense. The President made a trip 
from the coast to the valley of the 
Missouri to tell the American peo- 
Ple the need of preparedness. It 
might have teen more seemly to tell 
the story to Congress, for that body 
was in session and empowered to act, 
and seemingly ever ready to testify 
obedience. However, Congress un- 
dertook to provide an army for de- 
fense and the majority wobbled be- 
tween pacification and preparedness 
until the Republican minority in the 
Senate put something real in the 
pending measure. We Republicans 
made a rational response to'the cal) 
of the land, but Democratic insuffi- 


tegen and inefficiency are recorded 
in the conference-amended act. and a 
Federal nitrate plant to supply pow- 
der to the patriots and pap to the pa- 
ternalists and Federal fertilizer to the 
farmers in competition with a private 
enterprise is the great constructive 
offering of a Democratic majority. 

Until the civilized world is pledged

—and we are not too proud to fight 
for them. 

No Curse of Militarism. 

Let no one apprehend the curse of 
militarism in this fair land. We declare 
uralterably against it. Our free citi- 
zenship, walking confidently, absorbed 
in the triumphs of peace, would tolerate 
no such blight on American institutions. 
There is to be no surrender of cherished 
ideals. With that yearning for peace 
which has marked our continued devel- 


Subsistence is the first requisite of 
existence, and we have the higher 
American standard of living because 
of the Republican protective policy 
which makes of Americans the best paid 
workmen in all the world. Out of the 
abundance of employment and higher 
compensation, together with the beck- 
oning opportunity which offers every 
reward, we Americans have attracted 
the laborers of the earth, and set new 
standards here. 

It is not for me to put the stamp of 
relative importance on pending issues— 
the intelligent voters will determine that 
for themselves. But I know what they 
are thinking, and they believe that the 
protective policy which made us indus- 
trially and commercially eminent is nec- 
essary to preserve that eminence. I 
know they want it restored and main- 
tained. For myself I prefer a protective 
and productive tariff which prospers 
America first. 1 choose the economic 
policy which sends the American work- 
ing men to the savings banks rather 
than the souphouses. I commend the 
plan under which the healthful glow of 
prospering business is reflected in every 
face from the great captain of industry 
to the schooling child of the daily Wage- 
earner. 

Moreover, I like the abiding consist- 
ency of our unchanging position upon 
this policy. The Republican convention 
of 1860, which gave to the nation and 
all history the nomination of Lincoln, 
made this simple and ample utterance: 

‘hat, while providing revenue for 
the support of the general government 
by @aties upon imports, sound policy re- 


quires such an adjustment of these im- 


; Ports as to encourage the development 


of the industrial interests of the whole 
country; and we commend that policy 
of national exchanges which secures to 
the workingmen liberal wages, to agri- 
culture remunerating prices, to mechan- 
ics and manufacturers an adequate re- 
ward for their skill, labor and enter- 
prise, and to the nation commercial 
prosperity and independence.”’ 

We might fittingly reiterate that ut- 
terance today. The failure of revenues 
under existing Democratic policy, the 
necessary resort to tue imposition of di- 
rect and offensive taxation—war taxes 
On people at peace to meet deficiencies 
Which ever attend Democratic control, 
the depression and disaster which fol- 
lowed Democratic revision, which were 
relieved rather than caused by the Eu- 
ropean war—all these argue the Repub- 
lican restoration. 

Temporary Prosperity. 

No one disputes a temporary prosper- 
ity in our land today. But it is sectional 
in its factory aspect, abnormal in its 
fevered rush, fictitious in its essentials 
and perverting in its tendency. Worse, 
it is the gold sluiced from the river of 
blood, poured out by the horrifying sac- 
rifice of millions of our fellowmen. God 
forbid that we should boast a prosper- 
ity wrought in such waste of hu'ran 
life. We had rather rejoice in the pros- 
perity of peace. We had rather boasi 
our good fortune won from the world as 
it stands erect, in a fair contest, where 
men openly contend for the laurels of 
industry and the garlands of trade. | 
do not mean that we must “‘sharpen our 
wits in competition with the world,”’ for 
we tried that and involuntarily turned 
the blade to cutting our production and 
severing thousands from American pay- 
rolis. There was no cut in the cost of 
living, but a visible hack at the capacity 
to live. 

The Democratic 


party is alWways con- 
cerned about the American consumer. 
Our Republican achievement the 
making of a nation of prospering pro- 
ducers, and by producers I mean every 
human being who aplpies muscle or skill 
or brain or all to the conversion of na- 
ture’s abundance into the necessities 
and luxuries of life or participates in 
the ways and means of their transpuorta- 
tion and exchange. Far better a high 
cost of living and ability to buy than 
a lowering of cost attended by destruc- 
tion of purchasing capacity. 
The Cost of Living. 

It is worth while to recall the magni- 
fled !mportance given to the high cost of 
living four years ago; first, to empha- 
size Democracy’s failure to reduce it, 
though it risked and almost accom- 
plished the ruin of our good fortune in 
attempting it; second, to declare there 
is no such thing. What was thought 
to be the high cost were only the higher 
demands and the larger capacity to buy, 
which were the natural reflexes of the 
higher standard of living reared under 
Republican protection. ; 

The one notable advance in cost has 
profited the American farmer, for whose 
befitting share in good fortune we have 
stood unfailingly and sincerely. His re- 
ward is a Republican achievement and 
we prefer to cling to the conditions 
which brought to agriculture its delayed 
but deserved reward and hold it secure 
in Republican maintenance of a home 
market unmatched in ail the world.

Out 
of nature’s prodigality we have incal- 
culable resources and limitless possibil- 
ities, and there is need only for the un- 
hindered. application of man’s genius 
and industry to make us as independent 
industrially as we are free politically. 
Ample defense rests on industrial free- 
dom and self-reliance, as well as patri- 
otic sacrifice and industrial prepared- 
ness gives that assurance of material 
good fortune in peace on which must 
be founded all our higher aspirations.

be home-created and home-sustained, 
and not dependent on conditions abrcead. 

Let us agree—nay, let us boast—that 
American industry can compete with any 
in all the world, under like cenditions 
But we also boast a condition, created 
through isolation and maintained by 
_protection, wherein the rate of American 
wages is twice or thrice or 10 times that 
of old world competition. teduce our 
wages and we shall have conditions 
rnore nearly equal, but no Republican 
will consent to that. We are willing to 
standardize the wages of tne world. We 
sre as fit to lead in doing that as we 
were to fix the newer guarantres of lib- 
erty and independence; but we Repub- 
licans do not mean to lower «ur scales 
to effect the leveling. We want the 
world measurements. raised to our 
heights. Until it is done we shall 
cling to American wages for American 
workmen, American markets for Ameri- 
can products, and hold the Republican 
guaranty of our material good fortene. 

The nations abroad and the Demr- 
cratic party at home are bearing wit- 
ness to Republican wisdom. German 
industrial self-reliance is the sequence 
to her adoption of a Republican protec- 
tive tariff, and England's manifest con- 
version to this fostering plan will mas- 
nify the prophetic wisdom of Repu'- 
lican protectionisis. Even the Demo- 
cratic party is penitent now and makes 
confession in action if -not in words. 
The proposed destruction of American 
sugar has veen repealed. and simulated 
grief about the American breakfast ta- 
ble has been put aside. With that fa- 
cility for changing position which has 
been made manifest from Baltimore t9 
Vera Cruz, the party in power proposes 
te restore the tariff coa,mission which 
it hud hastened to destroy. 

This change of attitude is not because 
of iis xreat and manifest love of com- 
mission alone, but because failure is 
written across every paragraph of Detn- 
ocratic revision and fear is haunting ihe 
White Heuse slumbers. the Wils» ad- 
ministration has sensed the eountrys 
anxiety abunt industrial con‘titiuns when 
the revelry in munitions and thet:m- 
munity granted by war are ended. It 
has made a reflective estimate of the 
terils of 1914, once called psycholosical, 
and means to apply a stolen remedy, 
with more concern about the effects 
tuan the ethics involved. We donot op- 
rose a tariff commission. We favor it. 
It is a Republican creation. We do net 
want one, however, conceived in Demo- 
cratic hostility to American industry or 
manaved in Demociatic opposition to 
Lusiness success. We would hasten the 
p'otective defense against foreign in- 
vasion, to guarantee ou’ industrial fe- 
curity, and then let a tariff commission 
deliberately and scientifically work out 
the needs of American preference. 

No honest business in this country is 
too big to be good and useful, or too 
little to be protected and encouraged, 
and both big and little deserve the 
American shield against destruction by 
foreign competition, and protection from 
the raiders, political or otherwise, at 
home. Business and its agencies of 
transportation are so inseparable from 
each other and from the common weal 
that the political party which does not 
pledge them a square deal, no more and 
no less, does not deserve the confidenc2 
of the people. The strength of the busi- 
ness heart shows in every countenance 
in all the land, and the weakness of 
that heart holds a nation ill. We must 
strengthen the heart of American busi- 
ness in government co-operation rather 
tharga official opposition. 

It is not inspiring to recite Democrat- 
ic failures. I shall not dwell on that 
party’s ipsincerity or incapacity. The 
country Indicts and the record convicts. 
It proclaimed the sacredness of its 
pledges and then profaned them. It 
professed economy and is staggered by 
its own extravagance. It has turned 
adequacy of revenue under indirect an] 
unfelt taxes to insufficiency and direct 
taxation. It has espoused the freedom 
of the seas and wrought only the free- 
dom of the Panama Canal. It reaf- 
firmed its devotion to Jeffersonian prin- 
ciples and simplicity of government and 
ig voting millions of the public treasury 
to the establishment of Federal facto- 
ries to destroy private industry. It de- 
clared for enlarged shipping facilities 
without added burdens upon the public 
treasury, and now proposes that fifty 
to 500 millions of public funds shall go 
to shipping, federally owned and pri- 
vately managed, with every menace that 
Federal ownership involves. We believe 
in a great merchant marine, federally 
encouraged and privately erected, 
wrought in the committal to the 
achievement of private enterprise and 
measured to the requirements of our 
commerce in peace. 

The National Expansion, 

The President has said ours is a pro- 
vincial party, evidently forgetting the 
Federalist founding of our nationality 
and Republican expansion to greater na- 
tional glory. The Democratic party not 
only fails to grasp our tmmensity and 
importance, it is sectional on the main- 
land and unheeding of our island pos- 
sessions. Its vision does not catch the 
splendor of Old Glory in the sunlight of 
the world. Right now when the devour- 
ing flames of war are burning most 
fiercely, when our national view must 
be world-wide to be comprehensive, the 
Democratic administration has proposed 
to set adrift an island empire, in viola- 
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tion of our ebligations to the world, to 
the Philippine people and ourselves. 
Amid proclamations of our ministrations 
in behalf of mankind it- undertook to 
renounce its guardianship of a race of 
people and leave them to walk alone 
when they had not been fully taught to 
creep. A few rebellious Democrats 
joined the Republican minority in spar- 
ing us this national disgrace, but the 
design is written among the vacillations 
of the present administration. The Dem- 
ocratic party once hauled down the flag 
which had been unfurled in honor in 
the Pacific and met rebuke gat the first 
popular expression at the polls. No ad- 
ministration which hauls down thé flag 
and none which proposes to haul it 
down ever can succeed itself in direct- 
ing the affairs of the American people. 

Our Widened Relationship. 

One century of marvelous development 
has led us into another century of in- 
ternational sponsorship. This mighty 
people, idealizing popular government 
and committed to human progress, can 
no longer live within and for ourselves 
alone. Obliterated distance make it im- 
possible to stand aloof from mankind 
and escape widened responsibility. If 
we are to become the agency of a pro- 
gressive civilization and God's great in- 
tent—and to believe otherwise is to deny 
the proofs of American development—we 
must assume the responsibilities of in- 
fluence and example, and accept the 
burdens of enlarged participation. The 
cloistered life is not possible to the po- 
tential man or the potential! nation. 
Moreover, the Monroe Doctrine, stronger 
for a century’s maintenance, fixes an 
obligation of new-world sponsorship and 
old-world relationship. Our part must 
not. be dictatorial, it must be trusted 
leadership in a fraternity of American 
republics. 

: Our Strength at Home. 

To meet the obligations we must 
first make sure of maintained mental 
moral and physical health at home. It 
is good to recall that ours is the only 
major political party ever formed 
in this country on a great moral is. 
sue. Our first proclamation was hu 
man liberty, to be glorified by the 
spiritual and material development 
of a free people. We opened the way 
to higher human attainments and 
emphasized human rights under the 
guarantees of civil libertv. We need 
only to go on, imbued with the spirit 
which has thus far pointed our way. 
The light of a moral people is the 
halo of liberty itself. Let us be hon 
est, not only in proclamation, but in 
practice; not alone in campaigns but 
in incumbency of office; not only be- 
fore altars of worship but in our 
daily affairs and in every human re- 
lationship. If popular government ia 
to be held dependable and command 
the confidence as well as the loyalty 
of its citizenship, political parties 
and their platforms and their spokes- 
‘men must be honest and sincere. 

If we are to urge the world’s at- 
tention to International justice we 
must hold secure our civil justice at 
home and make social justice and 
attending welfare typical of our na- 
tional life. We have advanced won- 
derfully. The reward of merit is 
eternal, but we can promote the de- 
velopment of merit. I have spoken so 
emphatically for the American pro- 
ducer that'I want to add here a com- 
mittal to improved conditions of pro- 
duction. It is good to gaze afar to- 
ward markets we hope to attain in 
peaceful commercial conquest, but 
production is itself .the maker of 
markets at home. To the safety and 
inviting environment of the laborer 
we must add his growing merits of 


compensation. There can be no per- 
manent material good fortune that 
is not righteously shared, there can 
be no real moral achievement that 
does not lift the great rank da — 


to an ever higher plane. 
condi-

continued uplift, and it is net too 
much to hope that we shall acclaim 
the day when choice insteadof neces- 
sity fixes the status of the American 


wage-earner, 
y countrymen, for two generations,

was born. Set aglow at Bunker Hill, 
ii was reflected in the faces of the pa- 
triots of a fearless republic, where men 
dedicated themselves to the solemn and 
momentous task which was traced by 
an infinite hand. They were not ail 
Americans by birth, but they were deG 
icated Americans in the baptismal rite 
of a new republic and a new patriotism. 
They could not all sign the Decilaratior 
of Independence, but they committed 
all Americans to it for all succeeding 
time. They could not all join in mak- 
ing the Constitution, but they pledged 
the succeeding millions of Americans 
to its everlasting defense. 

There were stalwart Americans then, 
Americans from Great Britain with 
British ideals and their devotion to or- 
derly government.

The sudden blow struck by the 
Russians along the entire Galacian 
front of 275 miles from the Pripet to 
Rumania, is in the unanimous opin- 
ion of the military critics here a bril- 
liant beginning of the long awaited 
Russian offensive. The condition of 
the roads ia perfect and with a plen- 
tiful supply of ammunition the Rus- 
sian advance is expected to develop 
swiftly. 

The movement is under the leader- 
ship of Gen. Brussiloff, who conduct- 
ed the campaign in the Carpathians 
in 1914. The forces opposing the 
Russian advance are estimated at 40 
Austrian infantry divisions and from 
10 to 15 cavalry divisions assisted by, 
at the most, two divisions of Ger- 
mans, This brings the total Teutonic 
forces operating on this front up to 
600,000 men.

GERMANS TAKE 
BRITISH TRENCHES 
IN HOOGE FIGHT 


Explode Series of Mines Along 
2000-Yard Front and Follow 
Action With Infantry Attacks. 


LONDON, June 7.—The British official 
communication issued this morning fol- 
lows: 

“There was very heavy fighting during 
the afternoon (Tuesday) east of Ypres. 
Shortly after midday the enemy com- 
menced a bombardment of our positions 
sabout Hooge and also some distance 
north, and at the same time bombarded 
to the south of Hooge and in the neigh- 
borhood of the Ypres-Comines Railway 
and Canal. 

‘“‘Late in the afternoon the enemy ex- 
ploded a series of mines at various 
points on a 2000-yard front north of 
Hooge. This was followed by unsuccéss- 
ful infantry attacks between Hooge and 
the Ypres-Comines Canal. 

“At Hooge and immediately north the 
enemy penctrated our front trerches oaft- 
er the explosion of mines. 

“Fighting continues in this area, but 
our genera! line is still intact. Attacks 
were also made further north, but did 
hot succeed. 

Icntered German Trenches, 

“North of Roclin Court we exploded a 
defensive mine, doing materia! damage 
to the enemy’s galleries. Last nicht 
small bodies of our troops entered Ger- 
man trenches at three points near La 
Poisselle, Authuile and Hamet, respec- 
tively. 

“At each place casualties were inflict- 
ed on the German gartisons and their 
shelters were bombed and trenches dam- 
wged. In the Authuile raid a borier 
regiment captured 16 prisoners, in addi- 
tion to inflicting other damage,”’

“When the great war came,” the Em- 
peror said, “envious enemies suddenly 
attacked the Fatherland.

But the fleet waited in vain for a 
real fight. In numerous individual en- 
counters the navy Clearly demonstrated 
its heroic spirit, but was forced to wait 
month after month for a general battle. 

“Repeated efforts were made to bring 
the enemy out, but they proved fruitless 
until the day finally came last week 
when the gigantic: fleet of Albion, ruler 
of the seas since Trafalgar was fought, 
100 years ago, appeared in the open 
surrounded with a nimbus.

The first big 
blow was dealt the English fleet, whose 
tyrannical supremacy was shattered. 

“The news electrified the world and 
caused unprecedented jubilation every- 
where that German hearts beat. Your 
success in the North Sea fight means 
that you have added a new chapter to 
the history of the world. God Almighty 
steeled your arms and gave you clear 
eyes to accomplish this. 

“I, standing here today as your su- 
preme war lord, thank you from the 
bottom of my heart. Ags the representa- 
tive of the Fatherland, I thank you 
and in the name of my army I bring 
you its greeting because you have done 
your duty unselfishly and only with the 
one thought that the enemy must be 
beaten. 

“At a time when the enemy is slowly 
being crushed before Verdun, and when 
our allies have driven the Italians 
from mountain to mountain, you add 
new glories to our cause. The world 
was prepared for everything, but not 
for the victory of thé German fleet over 
the English. The start which you’ have 
made will cause fear to creep into the 


bones of the enemy. What you have 
done, you did for the Fatherland, that 
in the future it may have freedom of 
the seas for its commerce. Therefore I 
ask you to join me in three cheers for 
our dearly beloved Fatherland.’’

Italians Repulse Several Heavy At- 

tacks of Austrians. 

ROME, via London, June 6,—The 
following official communication was 
issued today: 

“In the Adige Valley Sunday night 
we repulsed a surprise attack in the 
upper Val d’Arsa and Pasubio sec- 
tors. Yesterday, after intense artil- 
lery preparations, enemy columns 
were thrown back in disorder. 

“On the front of the Posina—As- 
tico Sunday night the enemy again 
launched great masses of infantry 
between Monte Giove and Monte Bra- 
zone, but was completely repulsed. 
The same night we succeeded in gwain- 
ing ground on the western slopes of 
Monte Cenglo. 

“On the Asiago plateau Sunday 
night and Monday morning the en- 
emy was also repulsed. On the upper 
Cordevole an enemy column on the 
march from Pralongia toward Sief 
was dispersed.”

Y., June 7.—The assertion that the 
British dreadnought Warspite was 
sunk in the North Sea battle last week 
is again made, notwithstanding Brit- 
ish denials, in dispatches from Diehl 

to the Overseas News Agency.

ship Koenig,’ the- news agency 
says. “It was observed from the 
Koenig that the Warspite had been 
damaged badly. Then there came a 
great explosion and the Warspite 
sank rapidly.”

| E ROOSEVELT'S 
WIFE SAYS HE BEAT 
HER ON HONEYMOON 


Declares Colonel’s First Cousin 
Was ‘‘More Like Wild Beast 
Than White Man.” 


TESTIFIES HE CHOKED HER 


His Brother to Be Witness for 
Plaintiff in Action for 
Separation. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, June 7.—The trial of 
Mrs. Edith H. Roosevelt’s suit for sep- 
aration from John Ellis Roosevelt, a 
first cousin of the Colonel, who bears a 
rather distinct Mkeness to him, began 
yesterday before Supreme Court Justice 
Clark. Mrs. Roosevelt charges cruelty 
and in her testimony yesterday said 
that her husband’s actions on their 
honeymoon in HDurope were “more like 
those of a wild beast than of a white 
man,”* 

A few months ago Roosevelt sued in 
Kings County to annul the marriage, 
alleging that Mrs. Roosevelt was a wife 
in name only. He lost the suit. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was the only witnéss 
yesterday. She is slender, much young- 
er than her husband, and in figure at 
least is as attractive as her stepdaugh- 
ters, Pansy and Jean, who sat in the 
court reom. 

Says He Maltreated Her. 
Three times, she swore, her husband 
maltreated her—twice while they were 
on their foreign honeymoon trip and 
once at their country home at Sayville, 
L. I. 

After telling of their marriage in 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 6, 1914, Mrs. 


| Roosevelt said they sailed for Hgypt. 


Six weeks later they reached Naples. 
“There the first serious quarrel oc- 
cusred,” she said. “One evening I re- 
tired early, and Mr. Roosevelt came 
to my room and awakened me.’’ She 
said that when she protested ‘“‘he flew 
into a rage and tried to choke me to 
death.”’ 

“He was a wild beast,’’ she testified. 
“T had to call for help before he desist- 
ed. He had both hands upon my throat 
and called me all manner of abusive 
names. Next day I showed the marks 
upon my neok to Mr. and Mrs. Howard 
Meredith of Detroit, who were friends 
and fellow voyagers with us. They 
showed plainly when I wore an evening 
gown.” 

There was another quarrel, the wife 
testified, after the party had reached 
London. The Roosevelts and the Mere- 
diths went to the theater, then to a 
supper. Upon their return home Mrs. 
Roosevelt asked her husband, she testi- 
fied, why he had been moody during 
the evening. 

Flew Into a Rage. 

‘Then he flew into a rage again,’’ she 
said. “He followed me into my room 
and while I was taking off my gown 
grabbed me by the throat, threw me 
down upon the bed and threatened to 
break every bone in my body. 

‘IT called Mr. and Mrs. Meredith's 
room by telephone and they came to my 
apartment. By that time my gown had 
been torn off my shoulders and was 
hanging down my back. Again I showed 
the marks of Mr. Roosevelt’s fingers to 
the Merediths.”’ 

The third quarrel took place at the 
Roosevelt country home at Sayville, the 
wife testified. This was in October last. 
There had been a dispute over their 
plans for the winter, Roosevelt wishing 
her to go with him on a motor trip, and 
she refusing because she considered him 
an unsafe, reckless driver. 

‘‘His manner of speaking to me was 
objectionable and violent, and his words 
were abusive and profane,’ she sald. 
‘His own brother, Robert B. Roosevelt, 
who married my sister, was present, 
and he told my husband he was ashamed 
to call him brother because of the lan- 
guage he used in the presence of la- 
dies.”’ 

Did Not Speak for Weeks. 

For six weeks, then, Mr. and Mrs, 
Roosevelt did not speak to each other, 
except formally, at meals, in the pres- 
ence of the servants, the witness sald. 
Then she came to New York and brought 
suit against him, but his annulment suit 
Was given precedence by a court de- 
cision. 

The reading of depositions by Mr. and 
Mrs. Meredith of Detroit, which con- 
firmed Mrs. Roosevelt’s stories of the 
attacks in Naples and London, conclud- 
ed the day’s session. ‘ 

Today Robert B. Roosevelt is to take 
the stand in his sister-in-law’s behalf. 

Roosevelt’s two daughters by a pre- 
vious marriage, Jean and Pansy, will 
testify on their father’s side.

PEPPER WEIGHING 420 TONS 
IS ON WAY TO ST. LOUIS 


Special Train of 28 Cars Also Has 
9,580,000 Nutmegs on 
Board, 

Four hundred and twenty tons of pep- 
per, 9,680,000 nutmegs, 60 tons of cinna- 
mon and 4 tons of taploca will arrive 
in St. Louis, probably Friday, in 28 
freight cars, making up a special train 
over the Santa Fe Railroad. This is 
said by persons familiar with national 
dealing in spices to be the largest single 
shipment ever made in this country, and 
marks St. Louis as being the head of 
the spice distributing trade in America. 
This enormous shipment of spices is 
not due to amg unusual demand. Prices 
are quoted as being not quite up to the 
average market, but the shipment indi- 
cates that because of the war, the su- 
premacy of New York as the spice dis- 
tributing center’of the country has 
passed to St. Louis. 

Importers have found that the Bastern 
ports are clogged with shipments of 
grain and war supplies so instead of 
having the importations of spices from 
Singapore and Batavia, Java, the two 
great ports of export, come by the usual 
route through the Suez Canal and via 
Liverpool, the shipments are now being 
made in small vessels directly from the 
Orient to San Francisco. The South- 
west Selling Co., with offices in the 
Pierce Building, representing W. R. 
Grace & Co. of San Francisco, is now 
acting as the distributing agent. 
The record-breaking 
spices would have consisted of 9 cars 
instead of 28 but for the fact that two 
carloads of pepper were destroyed in a 
fire upon a pier in San Francisco, just 
as they were being prepared for ship- 
ment.

INMOURNING FOR 
FARL KITCHENER 


King George Orders All Of- 

- ficers to Wear Crepe for a 
Week—Flags Throughout 
the Country at Half-Mast 
in Secretary’s Honor. 


Premier Asquith Temporari- 
ly Takes Charge of War 
Office—Sir William Rob- 


ertson Favorite for Place. 


Kitchener’s Death Causes 
Demand for Interning of 
Enemy Aliens, on Ground 
of Spy Activities. 


LONDON, June 7.—The British 


army went into mourning today for 
its late chief. Every officer wore 


a band of crepe on his left arm. 
Throughout the country flags were 
at half-mast. 

There was, of course, no suspension 
of activity having to do with 
the prosecution of the war 
and at the War Office and other 
governmental departments officials 
continued to work out details of the 
scheme which Earl Kitchener form- 
ulated. 

Premier Asquith temporarily has 
taken personal charge of the War Of- 
fice. 

At the suggestion of the Jockey Club, 
the Windsor race meeting, which was 
to have been held this week, has been 
canceled on account of Earl Kitchener's 
death. 

From allied and neutral countries, the 
dominions, colonies and dependen-ies 
came a flood of cablegrams expressing 
sympathy. In the dominions, including 
South Africa, legislatures adjourned as 
a mark of respect for the dend leader. 
‘ihe news was received in the South Af- 
rican Assembly during discussion of the 
estimates. Premier Botha, who was 
dueeply affected, made an immediate an- 
nouncement and moved adjournment 
while the members, Dutch and British, 
:@emained standing as a tribute to the 
man who won the Dominion for Great 
Britain against the forces in which 
many of the legislators fought 

Demand for Aliens’ Internment. 

Newspapers and many cominercial or- 
ganizations have taken up the demand 
for immediate internment vf aliens 
from enemy nations on the ground that 
the Germans may have beer advised 
from England of Earl Kitchener’s depar- 
ture and that such knowledge may have 
teen responsible for the destruction of 
the Hampshire. 

The Official Gazette last night con- 
tained an order placing new restric- 
tions on passengers landing at ports in 
the Orkney Islands. Henceforth no per- 
son may land at suck ports without 
specific permission of the military au- 
thorities at Kirkwall. 

By the King’s command the following 
order has been issued to the army: 

The has learned with 
found regret of the disaster wherevyv 
the Secretary of State for Wur as 
lost his life while proceeding on a sve- 
cial mission to the Emperor of Russia. 

“btield Marsha! J.ord Kitchener 
45 years of distinguished service to the 
state, and it is largely due to his ad 
ministrativs genius and unwearying en- 
ergy that the country has been able t. 
create and place in the field the armies 
which today are upholding the tradi- 
tional glories of our empire. Lord 
Kitchener will be mourned by the army 
as a great soldier who, under conditions 
of unexanipled difficulty, rendered su- 
preme and devoted service both to the 
army and the state. 

“His majesty, the King, commands 
the officers of the army shall wear 
mourning with their uniforms for the 
period of cne week.”’ 

Was Outstanding Figure. 

The news that Kitchener had been 
1ost was the most stunning blow Great 
britain has received since the war be- 
gan. Kitchener was the one outstand- 
ing personality whom the people be- 
lieved in as a great man, notwithstand- 
ing newspaper attacks which at one 
time threatened to undermine his popu- 
larity. 

The Foreign Office is saddened by 
the loss of one of its most valued 
members, Hugh James O’Beirne, while 
Sir Frederick Donaldson and Briga- 
dier-General Ellershaw of the Min- 
fstry of Munitions were known to be 
men whom the nation could little af- 
ford to lose. 

The fact that the Hampshire with 
between 200 and 3800 men had sunk 
generally is accepted simply as an 
unfortunate detail in these days when 
a thousand go under almost as an in- 
cident of warfare and the battle 
which the Canadians are waging 
around Ypres gets a scant column in 
the newspapers. 

The King came from Windsor and 
sent for Premier Asquith, when he 
heard the news.

Today the Times and Daily Mail! join 
the chorus of editorial praise of the 
fallen leader. The Morning Post, dis- 
cussing the sinking of the Hampshire, 
Says: 

“Circumstances point at espionage or 
treachery and the country will suspect 
this the more owing to the singular 
freedom still allowed to enemy subjects 
in Great Britain.”’ 

The Daily Mail gives prominence to 
the following statement: 

“Earl Kitchener’s intention to go to 
Russia was known to a great many peo- 


ple in London on Thursda: It ought 
mot to have been so known. The news 
of it may have reached the enemy. The 
public mind has been quick to associate 
his death with the work of spies. We 
have no sympathy with the demand 
which comes to us from many parts of 
the country that all alien enemies who 
are still at large, especially those in 
high places, be interned at once.”’

SAID TO HAVE LOST 100,000 


Austrian Newspaper Lists Casualties 
It Claims Were Suffered by 
Force. 

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

VIENNa«a, May 28.—The losses of the 
British Irak expeditionary force amount- 
ed, up to the end of the second week in 
May, to more than 100,000 men in killed, 
wounded and prisoners, according to 
the newspaper Heer Und Politik. 

In a series of engagements with the 
Turks last November the British lost 
1020 dead, according to this journal, and 
this number must, it says, be added, to- 
gether with its proportion of wounded, 
to the British casualty lists published 
at that time admitting a loss of 25.000 
men in the Irak campaign. At the first 
of the year 1916 the British losses were 
more than 40,000 officers and men killed 
and wounded in action or dead of dis- 
ease, according to this paper’s figures. 

The battle of Menlahie, late in Janu- 
ary, cost the British 3000 men and ap- 
proximately 11;500 wounded, on authority 
of Turkish reports, and a few days be- 
fore this the British are ‘declared to 
have had losses of about 3500 at Sheik 
Said. This series of engagements is con- 
servatively estimated here to have cost 
the British Irak forces about 20,000 men. 

At Felahie, early in March, the British 
left on the battlefield, according to the 
Turkish official communique, nearly 5000 
dead, and in the attacks made by the 
Turks upon British forces in the same 
vicinity in April the British lost nearly 
10,000 killed and wounded, it is claimed. 

If to all these figures are added the 
prisoners of Kut-el-Amara, the total es- 
timate of 100,000 in British losses 
passed.

ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE AND REFERENDUM. 
Ty the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


In your editorial column yesterday you take 
exception to the plans for statewide prohibition 
as outlined by the Anti-Saloon League and Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union of Missouri. You 
particularly object to the use of the peace, health 
or safety clause, which would prevent the use of 
the referendum. You say that to pass a measure 
with this clause attached would be to nullify the 
referendum, a great measure adopted by the peo- 
ple. This may be a great measure, but the expe- 


rience in three general elections in which 37 dif- 
ferent measures have been submitted, many of 
them ty the direct petition of the people, has 
certainly proven that the rank and file of the peo- 
ple do not believe that this is a splendid method of 
securing law. Out of the 37 measures submitted 
not a single one has come within many thousands 
of votes of passing, notwithstanding a number of 
very meritorious propositions have been submit- 
ted. The amendment which would grant to the 
Legislature the right to pension worthy blind per- 


sons in Missouri practically had no opposition any- 
where and there was a very strong organized ef- 


fort to secure its passage and yet even it failed 
of passage by over 40,000 majority. The nearest 
other measure to win out of the 10 submitted at 
the last general election was the full county unit 
local option measure, but this was lost by 140,000. 
A number of dry counties that cast an overwhelm- 
ing majority against full county unit on that ref- 
erendum ballot have had the saloon question re- 
submitted again in their own counties and in 
- every case returned decisively increased majorites 
over the preceding election against the return of 
the saloon. 

It is a known and admitted fact that a large 
percentage of the voters—perhaps as much as 20 
or 26 per cent, marked the entire amendment tal- 
let “No, refusing absolutely to distinguish. It 
is also a known fact from all our past experiences 
that wherever a prohibition measure of any kind, 
elther statewide or county-wide, has been sub- 
mitted by the initiative or referendum, that the 
liquor interests of the State have had placed on the 
ballot one or more propositions so outrageously 
bad that it would guarantee the defeat of the 
whole ballot. At the last election one of the 
propositions for which petitions were circulated 
directly by the liquor interests was to bond the 
State for $50,000,000 for good roads and still an- 
cther measure practically like ate but placed on 
another basis. 

It is absolutely unfair to say that we dre at- 
tempting to secure this legislation by a trick, 
for we are making this campaign in the open. It 
is being declared from the public platform every- 
where and through the printed pages of the news- 
pupers and through the American Issue, our offi- 
clalaper. We are asking the people to elect mem- 
bers of the House and Senate and a Governor 
who will pass this kind of legislation in that par- 
ticular form. The people are now being appealed 
to. They are speaking in the kind of men they 
‘$900 for those offices. If the people do not want 
statewide prohibition within $0 days of the close 
of the session of the next Legislature they will 
say so in the kind of men they elect to that body. 

It is a notorious fact that a prohibition meas- 
ure cannot get a square deal in a St. Louis elec- 
tion, that it would neither be voted nor counted 
straight. It is commonly believed that no mat- 
ter what the majority out over the State might 
be, that St. Louis will overcome it by her brew- 
ery-ruled political machine. In 70 to 80 per cent 
of the voting precincts of St. Louis there would 
perhaps be not a single voice raised against any 
kind of a vote or any kind of a count on statewide 
prohitition. 

On the other hand, if this question is submitted 
by way of the election of a Legislature, St. Louis 
- can do nothing more than elect its own Represen- 
| tatives and Senators. These would be practically

Tremendous as is the scale on which the Rus- 
sians have begun their fight along 250 miles of 
the eastern line, it can have decisive results only 
on one condition.

Provided it is linked with effort of similar 
magnitude elsewhere, this report of an advance 
from the Roumanian border to the Pripet 
Marshes. is the most interesting news that has 
come from the land fighting since the start of 
the Verdun attack. But unsupported it will only 
effect a few changes in the battle line of the 
East and lessen pressure in France and on the 
Italian frontier. 

Russia might again overrun Galicia to small 
purpose if the Central Powers are to be permit- 
ted to utilize the advantage of the inner lines 
and rush preponderating forces and munitions 
to meet successive and separate attacks.

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CARD INDEX NEEDS ROLLEBRBS.

The issue is as uncertain as the candidate, be- 
cause there is no policy of government on which 
the party as a whole dares to take a definite and 
final stand. Some of it is for war at any price 
and some of it is for peace at any price, 

Some of it is for preparedness and some of it 
is for pacificism. Some of it is for exalting the 
tariff and some of it is for subordinating the 
tariff. Some of it is for intervention in Mexico 
and some of it is for Pan-Americanism. Some 
of it is for America first and some of it is for 
“Deutschland ueber alles.” Some of it sings the 
Star Spangled Banner and some of it sings Die 
Wacht am Rheth, and some of it sings God Save 
the King. 

In only one respect is the convention which 
meets today running true to the record that the 
Republican party has made since the Civil War. 
It is a convention of property. It is a conven- 
tion of Big Business. It is a convention of 
organized wealth. It represents the restlessness 
ot great financial interests under an administra- 
tion which treats them justly but which they 
cannot control as they are in the habit of con- 
trolling administrations. 
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Whether he wins or loses now, the fact stands 
out that the Colonel has been the cause of more 
newspaper copy than any man who has ever 
lived. And it will be a long time yet before “30” 
is called on the Roosevelt “stuff.” 
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YUAN AND THE NEW CHINA. 

The death of Yuan Shi Kai, whether due to 
suicide, murder or natural causes, is a gain, not 
a loss, to China and to the national aspirations 
he had betrayed. 

He started out with a professed ambition to 
be the Washington of the ancient empire. His 
Oriental mind was incapable of appreciating the 
Washington ideals. He was a reactionary in re- 
ligion and in politics. He had been for five years 
the power behind the Manchu dynasty and only 
abandoned it when he saw its cause was hopeless 
and had then planned to make the youthful Em- 
peror, Pu Yi, his son-in-law. 

The manifesto, attributed to Prof. F. J. Goodnow 
of Baltimore, which the monarchists issued last 
August, urging him to usurp the emperorsbip, 
found him in a receptive mood. With only a show 
of reluctance he accepted in December. But if 
the awakening of the Chinese giant had been slow, 
it was well aroused. The revolt of province after 
province supplied refreshing proof of a devotion 
to new ideas and principles that must profoundly 
affect the country’s future. The alarmed Yuan’s 
withdrawal in March of his acceptance of the 
throne was unavailing. By the coup d’etat through 
which he sought to destroy the republic he had 
destroyed himself. 

Whether the next few years shall be peaceful or 
tempestuous may depend on the character and ca- 
pacity of Yuan’s successor. But the old China— 
the China of sloth and inaction, of Manchus and 
Yuans, of aloofness and paganism and retrogres- 
sion and ancestor-worship—is gone forever. West- 
ern learning and Western incentives are spread- 
ing. The future belongs to the new China. 
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After nearly eight years of Teddy and four 
years of Taft, we were still Unprepared. So 
much for the critics of Woodrow. 
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MAKING PRESIDENTS. 

Making Presidents is the biggest political busi- 
ness we engage in. We have been in the business 
a little over a century and a quarter—it is 127 
years since we put in George Washington. 
Twenty-seven Presidents have served 32 terms in 
all, and we are now engaged in the performance 
for the thirty-third time. 

“If you would understand history, study men,” 
‘said Charles Kingsley. The study of three or 
four of our Presidents reveals the more important 
epochs of our history. Washington, Jefferson, 
Jackson and Lincoln embodied the vital experi- 
ence of the country. Since Lincoln’s day no elec- 
tion has held the importance for the nation that 
the choice this year must involve. The name of 
the next man we nominate and elect will be writ 
large in the world’s history. A prominent part in 
international relations is reserved for him. Upon 
his valor or diplomacy, 
wisdom, his influence for peace or war, hangs 
our destiny. 

“No people,” said our first President in his fn- 
augural, “can be bound to acknowledge the in- 
visible hand which conducts the affairs of man 
more than the people of the United States. Hvery 
step by which they have advanced to the charac- 
ter of an independent nation seems to have been 
distinguised by some token of providential 
agency.” In every crisis through which we have 
passed the same providential agency seems to 
have acted—each crisis has found a great Execu- 
tive at the head of our affairs. It is to be de- 
voutly hoped that the virtue, patriotism and in- 
telligence of the American people influenced by 
Providence Will be expressed in this crucial year 
of American necessity. 
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And the Colonel might have added that if we 
had gone to war with Mexico, more Americans 
would have been killed than fell in the war with 
Spain, and more Mexicans would have been slain 
than were Spaniards slaughtered. Circumstances 
alter cases.

SUFFERER.—The technical name of 
hardening of the arteries is arterio 
sclerosis (pronounced sklerosis) and the 
common name indicates the nature of 
the disease. The arteries, which carry 
the blood away from the heart to the 
tissues, are normally elastic, and suffi- 
ciently expansive for the oer e of cir- 
culation, but the coats of the arteries 
are likely to degenerate with age and 
sometimes harden to an extent that pre- 
vents normal action. It is quite a com- 
mon feature of physical decay. No dis- 
covery of a cure for arterio — has 
been established as a fact. h blood 
pressure is said to indicate cok of 
arteries. Any physician will make the 
test.

It was only 
with forts and very watchful troops 
that Russia could hold the line from 
the Caspian to the Black Sea. 

When Major Kaskambo was ordered 

to thke command of a post on the 
gorges of the Caucusus, he should have 
journeyed to it with a heavy escort; 
instead, he undertook to reach it with 
only 60 Cossacks. 
* Not ® miles out of the fortress of 
Mosdok the party was attacked by 700 
tribesmen, »velonging to the Tschet- 
schenzes, the fiercest and most formi- 
dable of the inhabitants of the Cau- 
casus.

At last old Ibrahim took 
the chains from him.

This was a club of iron 
or steel; blossoming out, at the business 
end, into projecting ridges of met‘l. 
The ,operator grasped it with boin 
hands, gave ita whirl and then 
smashed his opponent.

CITY CONTROL OF 
BUILDINGS URGED 
AT CONFERENCE 


Use of Structures Should Be 
Limited by Zone System, Plan- 
ning Delegates Are Told. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 7.—One of the 
big outstanding questions in city plan- 
ning to be considered by the City Plan- 
ning Conference here is municipal con- 
trol of the use of buildings, with a study 
as to the limitations of the city along 
this line. It is a problem affecting all 
cities since the parkways and pboule- 
vards are being encroached upon by 
apartment houses and other structures 
built so that they do not harmonize with 
the boulevard lines. 

In 1915 the United States Supreme 
Court ruled that a brick yard which had 
been in operation for many years could 
be excluded, without compensation, from 
a residence district which had been bullt 
around the brick yard. In another case 
the same Court made a similar ruling 
in regard. to a long established stable 
in a resid@nce neighborhood. 

Now New York, under a recent law 
passed by the State Legislature, is pre- 
paring to divide the city into three dis- 
tricts—business, residential and _ re- 
stricted, and absolutely determine not |

This phase of city planning 
will be discussed before the conference 
by a number of experts, including J. C. 
Nichols of Kansas City. 

“The zone or district system, so suc- 
cessful in German cities and already 
under favorable consideration in New 
York, Los Angeles, Little Rock, Minne- 
apolis and Milwaukee, puts the various 
interrelated parts to their highest and 
most specialized use, and in the same 
general way In which any business in- 
stitution should organize and lay out 
the physical arrangement of its plant 
and the handling of its raw and finished 
material, so that every part would nour- 
isch and stimulate every other part,”’ 
said Mr. Nichols today. 

“The present planiess and wasteful 
procedure of our large cities is just 
about as sensible as the building of a 
house and providing for the piano in 
the kitchen and the cooking stove in the 
drawing room and the entrance of your 
guests through the coal shute or the 
basement window.’”’ 

Five Ohio towns, so experts here 
heard today, have adopted the commis- 
sion city manager form of government. 
They are Dayton, Springfield, Sandusky, 
Ashtabula and Zanesville. 

East Cleveland will join the group if 
it adopts its home rule charter at a 
special election tomorrow. 

In 26 states 70 other cities are now 
operating under the city manager plan, 
which is intended to remedy these de- 
fects in the old form of municipal gov- 
ernment: 

First—Lack of centralized authority 
responsibility. 

Second—Confusion of administrative 

and legislative functions. 

Third—Impracticability of the attempt 
to select trained men for important city 
jobs through the ballot. 

Here, briefly, is what City Manager 
C, E, Ashburner of Springfield says the 
new plan has don> there: 7 

‘We now have no floating debt. The 
citizens co-operate in running a pro- 
gressive city. Tho Government has the 
backing of the laborer and the capital- 
ist. We are living within our income.” 

H. E. Freeman, a banker of Spring- 
field, looks at the manager plan this 
way:

Discuss Traffic Problems. 

Experts today dug into those street 
traffic problems which confront St. 
Louis and other cities because of the 
enormous use of motor vehicles in the 
business and the social life of today. 

One hundred million dollars is the 


United States through the loss of time 
because of inadequate facilities for 
the handling of street traffic. This 
is the estimate of 
Commissioner of Police of Detroit. 
In a paper read before the conference, 
Gillespie said these delays occur gen- 
erally in the transportation of sup- 
plies for which the consumer must 
pay the extra cost, and it is a measure 
borne by every member of the éntire 
population of the United States as a 
daily loss... 

One way traffic streets over which 
motor cars may develop a reasonably 
high rate of speed, is Gillespie's solu- 
tion. 

Treating the subject, “The Motor 
Car and the City Plan,” as a whole, 
Nelson P. Lewis, chief engineer of the 
toard of estimate and apportionment, 
New York City, said the obvious 
method of relief in cases of greatest 
traffic congestion was to establish 
detours of by-passes around such con- 
gested streets and easier grades and 
even widening existing streets and 
cutting through new streets where 
the damage to property would be 
least. 

“The present need is for commodious 
driveways along which vehicles can 
proceed with the minimum loss of time 
and the maximum of safety to pedes- 
trians and themselves,’’ Gillespie said. 
‘“‘And then,”’ he said, and he might have 
been speaking directly of St. Louis, 
“there is necessity for driveways suit- 
ably paved and properly lighted and 
having sufficiently protected interseo- 
tions. Existing streets do not afford 
this in many cases.” 

Gillespie’s suggestion to solve traffic 
problems are as follows: 

“New streets must be constructed 
through localities. even where the price 
of land is high. Many streets should he 
widened so that fou rows of vehicles 
can be driven in the same direction on 
each of them. 

Favors One-Way Traffic. 

“Traffic proceeding one way on ail 
streets offers a fair amount of relief 
from danger and _ congestion. The 
traffic going one way on alternate 
streets, transportation of all kinds will 
be facilitated. The track for vehicles 
is from curb to curb. When they all 
proceed in the same direction along each 
street danger will be tremendously de- 
creased even though the speed is con- 
siderably increased. , 

“Passing each other from opposite di- 
rections in narrow streets is needlessly 
adding to the present long list of pre- 
ventable accidents. The pedestrian is 
afforded greater safety in crossing one- 
way traffic streets. As the average 
city has about 10 blocks to the mile, this 
would provide five streets to the mile 
running in each direction of the com- 
pass. This would mean driveways in 
any one direction, not more than 1000 
feet apart. 

“We do not need 
streets for motor car traffic. In Chi- 
cago drivers go 10 blocks to get to 
Michigan avenue, so they may reach 
their destination in a rapid manner. It 
is idle to talk of slowing up Vehicles 
on main thoroughfares. The traffic sit- 
uation will never be remodeled in that 
way. We must provide streets where 
motor cars can go fact. 

‘It is going to cost mhoney to remedy 
the existing faulty conditions in street 
construction, but it costs less today than 
it will five years from today.’’ 

Coming to the problem of parking mo- 
tor cars on downtown streets, another 
St. Louis problem, Gillespie said it is an 
inconsistent plan for business men to 
pay in order to be in a prominent loca- 
tion and then make it inaccessible by 
having vehicles parked where they ob- 
struct his entrance. He would elimi- 
nate the parking of cars, not only in 
| central business districts, but also along 
main thoroughfares that are used most 
extensively by horse-drawn trucks.

J. P4Lombard of 510 Lake avenue, 
financial agent of the Union Centrai 
Life Insurance Co., who recently 
wrote to President Wilson, Secretary 
of War Baker and members of Con- 
gress, suggesting the enlargement of 
West Point or the establishment of 
military colleges at army posts, has 
received a reply from Secretary Bak- 
er which says: “My thought has been 
going very much along the same line 
since I have been in the department 
and it may be that before very long 
I can work out a suggestion which 
will amount to a department policy 
on the subject.” 

Replies have been received also from 
many Congressmen, most of whom ex- 
press themselves as favorably inclined 
tcward Lombard’s suggestions. Ac- 
knowledgment of the letter sent to 
the President has been made by Sec- 
retary Tumulty. | 

Lombard says his suggestions are 
simply the outgrowth of his inter- 
ested thought as a citizen on the 
subject.. He looks upon these mea- 
sures as practical, reasonable and 
relatively inexpensive preparedness 
which would not be a radical depar- 
ture from the practice of the past but 
would provide an adequate number 
of officers for a volunteer army. 

He suggests that West Point might 
be enlarged to the proportions of 
Columbia University, with about 12,- 
000 students, or, that such posts as 
Fort Des Moines, Fort Ethan Allen, 
Fort D. A. Russell and Fort Logan 
be utilized as military colleges. 

It would be discretionary with 
eraduates, he says, whether they re- 
niained in the service regularly, but 
they would be expected to serve a 
month each year until middle age to 
avoid becoming rusty.

Dr. H. 8S. Willlams, editor of ‘‘The 
Historians of the World,”’ says that the 
only individuals who can be depended 
upon to act promptly in taking advan- 
tage of a bargain sale are women, and 
the bargains in .question, he says, are 
usually those that have to do with per- 
sonal adornment.
